President Johnson Won't 
Seek Party Nomination 


President Johnson told a dumb- 
founded nation Sunday night: “I 
shall not seek and I will not ac- 
cept the nomination of my party 
for a second term as your Presi- 
dent.” 

His decision, totally unexpect- 
ed, came at the end of a televised 
speech from the White House in 
which he had announced an im- 
mediate de-escalation of the 
Vietnam war, including a halt 
in the bombing of most of North 
Vietnam. 

The only reason given for the 
decision by Mr. Johnson, whose 
political fortunes have been 
tumbling for months, was sum- 
med up in these words: 

“TI have concluded that I 
should not permit the Presidency 
to become involved in the parti- 
san divisions that are developing 
in this political year.” 

White House Press Secretary 
George Christian later told re- 
porters that Mr. Johnson had 
been _ considering withdrawal 
from the race since last year. 
According to Christian, he had a 
draft of the announcement to 
read at the end of his State of 
the Union message Jan. 17. But 


Christian said the President left 
it lying in his pocket on a last 
minute hunch that such an an- 
nouncement might impair his 
ability to win support for his 
legislative program. 

The day following the Presi- 
dent’s announcement, Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy congratulated 
President Johnson on his “‘mag- 
nanimous” decision to withdraw 
from the presidential race and 
urged a meeting to discuss how 
they could work together in the 
interests of national unity. 

The initial reaction to his de- 
cision not to run, both at home 
and abroad, was stunned disbe- 
lief. Several prominent Demo- 
crats spoke of organizing a draft. 
“There is no one else who can 
handle the job of being Presi- 
dent,” declared Rep. Wright Pat- 
man, D-Texas, a friend for more 
than four years. 

But politics takes no breather, 
and on the heels of their expres- 
sions of astonishment and tribute, 
the various Presidential contend- 
ers immediately turned to assess- 
ments of their own chances now 
that Johnson had acted to re- 
move himself from contention. 


Gov. Reagan Invites 
Fuentes To Luncheon 


Governor Ronald Reagan has 
invited Santa Ana College Assoc- 
iated Students President Tom 
Fuentes and other California 
Presidents to a meeting in Sac- 
ramento. 

In a letter to the ASSAC 
president, Reagan extended his 
invitation to join him on April 
24 in the state capitol for lunch- 
on followed by an on-the-record 
question and answer hour. 

Reagan stated in his letter, 
“now that I have had a year to 
get settled in Sacramento, I am 
looking forward to becoming bet-

Fuentes commented, “I have 
heard many good things about 
Sherriffs from people in educa- 
tion whose opinion I respect. It 
will be great to have the oppor- 
tunity to personally tell the gov- 
ernor’s higher education man 
that there are lots of people that 
support the governor in his at- 
tempt to restore order and instill 
responsibility back on California 
campuses.” 


Besides hig personal ambitions, 
Johnson told his viewers during 
a news conférence that followed 
his address, “I would hope that 
by what I did tonight, we can 
concentrate more of our energies 
on trying to bring about peace 
in the world and that we would 
have a better chance to do it.” 

Former Vice President Richard 
Nixon, the odds on favorite in the 
Republican Presidential race, 
predicted that ‘someone espous- 
ing the Johnson philosophy” 
would seek the Democratic nomi- 
nation in the President’s place.

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mental deficiency to want to tax 
their bodies of its most precious 
element — life. 

The best defense against drugs 
and narcotics is to be informed, 
and that is exactly this writer’s 
purpose. 

Heroin comes from the opium 
poppy. How such an ugly thing 
could come from such a beautiful 
and simple flower is beyond 
amazement. A crystalline white 
powder resembling milk sugar or 
tooth powder is derived from 
morphine which is extracted from 
raw opium, 
opium poppy. 

Drug addiction has little re- 
spect for social and financial 
division of our society; however, 
the majority of the drug addicts 
come from low income, broken 
homes. The start of the use of 
narcotics is a voluntary act on 
the part of the addict which is 
usually the result of the encour- 
agement of associates. 

Continued use of narcotics 
brings about a degree of dehy- 
dration which visibly manifests 
itself in dry, parched lips and 
mouth of the addict. Prolonged 
use will affect posture and build. 
The posture becomes stooped; 
because of the inhibiting action 
of heroin on the appetite, the 
addict fails to eat properly thus 
develops a thin to emaciated 
build. The majority of the ad- 
dicts dilute the heroin with mild 
sugar creating a tolerance to 
sugar as well as to heroin. Dur- 
ing periods of minor abstinence 
this usually causes him to eat 
sweets such as candy or many 
spoons of sugar in his coffee. 

Scabs and scar tissue develop 
at the site of the needle punc- 
tures forming a “track.” Many 
addicts place tattos in the inner- 
elbow of their arms to hide the 
needle scabs and scar tissue. 

In the next issue of the El Don, 
the dope addicts experiences and 
emotional reactions while under 
the influence of heroin will be 
discussed along with withdrawal, 
a horror which every addict must 
realize eventually.

Defermenits -- Not 
An Impossibility

Have a draft deferment com- 


munication problem? If so, read 
on Mr. McDuff. Don’t burn your 
draft card if there is a legal way 
around it, the draft change of 
June 1967 did limit those eligi- 
ble for deferments, but did not 
do away with them completely. 


Of major importance to col- 


lege students is student defer- 


ments. Undergraduate students 
enrolled in fifteen units or more 
in an accredited college may be 
eligible for a deferment under 
the 2S classification. A student 
may apply for the 2S by contact- 
ing the college counselor and 
completing a form 104, from 
there the college will do the rest. 

The 2S classification must be 
renewed annually and may be re- 
newed until the student has ¢com- 
pleted four academic years, with- 
drawn from a full time program, 
or has celebrated the anniver- 
sary of his twenty-fourth birth- 
day. It must be remembered that 
the student classification is not 
automatic, you must apply for it 
and keep it current. 

Post Graduate work in many 
instances must now be postponed 
until post-Army. The June 1967

or other “good” classification. 
There are certain fields that may 
be exploited for draft defer- 
ments. These are “Human Suf- 
ferage Fields” which take in 
Medical doctors, dentists, optom- 
itrists, and related medical fields. 


In these fields post graduate 
studies will be considered by the 
draft board. It should be noted 
that induction into the Army will 
very likely follow internship in 
these fields. Occupational defer- 
ments will be limited to ‘“‘Com- 
munity Necessity’ and the local 
board will deem what is neces- 
sary to the community. Police- 
men and public officials would 
be possible examples of these 
necessities. This should not stop 
any person that feels that his 
job is necessary to the commun- 
ity from not seeking an occupa- 
tional deferment. It never hurts 
to try. 

One more, if you are enrolled 
in a full-time college course of 
study and if you are called for 
induction you have one chance, 
the 1SC classification. This class- 
ification is for those who do not 
have a 2S classification and are 
enrolled in a full time course of 
study. It will defer a man once 
and once only for one academic 
year. So if all else has deserted 
you there is still this one last 
crutch to lean on.
